Dahlia’s  best  season  is 
usually  late  September  and  early  October.  This 
is  the  best  way  to  select  bulbs  for  the  next 
season.  Farm  located  1  mile  south  of  Greens- 
bwg  on  State  Road  29:  then  turn  south  2% 
nrlles  on  Millho-usen  Road. 

INFORMATION 

Guarantee  —  All  bulbs  and  plants  aro 
State  Inspected  during  the  growing  season  and 
have  been  found  free  from  disease.  All  ship¬ 
ments  carry  the  inspection  certificate.  You  a^e 
guaranteed  to  receive  bulbs  true  to  name  and 
to  be  in  good  growing  condition  when  received. 
An.vthing  proving  otherwise  will  be  cheerfully 
replaced. 

Upon  arrival,  place  your  bulbs  in  a  pan 
moist  earth  or  sand  unt'l  growth  can  be  seen. 
Then  transplant  to  the  garden. 

Orders  are  booked  and  filled  in  rotation 
with  field  grown  roots.  Shipments  sta  ting 
Anri!  20  and  eontinu'ng  each  day  thereafter, 

f'arlv  orders  are  solicited,  for  then  the 
Ftnok  is  complete.  Later  some  varieties  may  be 
S'dd  out,  and  rather  than  disappoint  you.
